For Dr. Cook, the crucial 
question is whether society 
limits the definition of "work to 
activities that receive remuner- 
ation. She sees that definition' 
as inherently unfair to women, 
who can no longer be assured 
of security in the marital 
financial arrangement. 



Conversely, child care pay- 
ments act as an incentive for 
women to join the labour force. 
Once a society assumes' 
responsibility for child care, 
the problem Is to determine 
what the quality and cost of . 
that care will be. The choice is 
between^ subsidizing the 
mothers ~br the child care 
institutions. It is always possi- 
ble, Dr. Cook warns, that 
subsidies will not keep pace' 
with the rising cost and quality 
of child care. In. this way, 
low-income mothers could be 
hurt. 

Despite the -inflationary na- 
ture of the Canadian economy, 
Dr. Cook sees room for wages 
for housework and child care

Majority re port wins: 

Over 3,000 turn out for 
constitutional referendum 



Over 15 percent of the student body turned 
out for the constitution referendum to select 
the Majority Report as their choice for the 
restructuring plan for the Students' Society of 
McGiil University. The plan now goes to the 
University Senate for ratification. 

The relatively high turnout surprised a large 
number of observers who predicted the 
number of voters would fall far short of 3000 
students who participated In the last major 
constitution revision In 1969. 

The 15 percent figure, equalling 3007 
students,- includes part-time, graduate and 



students voting was much higher. 

The Majority Report garnered 60 percent of 
the popular vote, giving the Committee to 
Restructure Students' Society [CRSS] a clear 
mandate to take the proposals to Senate for - 
debate. Procedures demand that any change in 
the constitution of the Society require Senate 
approval. 

Problems may arise in light of Vice-principal 
[academic] Eigil Pedersen's recent suggestion 
that Senate will probably consider a 50 percent 
turnout necessary to grant the new constitu- 
tion its approval.

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A Step in Reverse

Dance Irarus just doesn't work. 
Though some praise should be awarded 
to a dance company for concerning 
; .itself with meaningful content, a literal 
^application of intellectual themes to 
'movement cannot approximate artistic 
creation. The programme notes indicate 
that this dance performance is to bean 
exploration of Plato's concepts of love: 
! sensual love, love of friendship, and 
I love of god or institutions— these three 
: kinds of love are to be Interpreted arid 
staged with the notion IrVmind that 
I "man has lost in this mechanised 
society the meaning of and ability to 
love." 

The sensual love sequence opened 

j with two couples moving about as 
unpassionately as could be imagined. 
Emotion was expressed through 
melodramatic facial expressions and 

> trite gestures while the music in the 
background drones something like 

' "Where has love gone?". This was 
followed by solo dancers moving 
around aimlessly on stage apparently 
searching for mates and emoting with 
their shoulders. If the dancers were 

Calming at conveying "man's lost ability 
to love and communicate", by means of 
mechanised and unoriginal movement, 
they may have succeeded although the 
point was lost on the audience, and I 
doubt that that was their intept anyway. 
In the second episode we were treated 

• toaslideshowwithcommentaryonthe 
horrors of racism and slavery. This was 

! represented by a rather facile Interaction 
between a black man and two white 
dancers (blonde women, no less), 
followed by scenes of a white couple 
and the black man hurting one another, 



kissing, and making-up. All to the 
accompaniment of "You are so 
beautiful". It isn't clear though, why, 
shortly thereafter, the black man put a 
noose around his own neck. . 

If Dance Icarus felt it important to 
deal with the subject of racism and was 
not merely making use of their only 
black dancer, they should certainly have 
been able to come up with some more 
meaningful and powerful statement in 
the dance. That racism sucks, and that 
we should be honest with each other, 
even at the risk of be i ng stabbed In the 
back if we try, becomes trivial when 
conveyed with storybook explicitnessl 
The dance is a sensitive art form and to 
use it as a simplistic vehicle for 
translating simplistic ideas or as a 
substitution for verbal communication 
is a denigration of both the dance and 
the intelligent human concerns. 

Finally, the love of god or institutions 
was almost painfully literal in its 
interpretation. Here we viewed a group 
of monks praying to a cross and 
rebuking the beggars that try to join 
them. Sobbing tearfully, the beggars 
leave, dispossessed. Ah yes, the 
rigidity of established institutions. How 
profound I 

Dance Icarus was technically a blend 
of the most boring and overworked 
movements of ballet and jazz. What 
disturbs me, though, is the apparent 
ease with which many dance companies 
accept choreographic nonlnnovation, 
unoriginality and unexpressiveness in 
movement in the belief that their 
intellectual themes and good 
programme notes will make up for their 
creative Inadequacy. Unfortunately, 
Dance Icarus is one such company. 




Dionysian Delight

Greek restaurants are not hard to find 
in Montreal, as any ten minute walk 
along Park Avenue will show. Dionysus, 
Le Sabayon, andother Achalan 
hangouts abound In this area, all 
offering a variety of Greek fare ranging 
from the standard moussaka to 
patisserie delicacies. But It is always 
rewarding to discover some 
establishment which offers cuisine that 
Is both tasty and inexpensive; Arahova 
on 256 St. Viateur, at Park, fits this 
description. 

The facade is unpretentious to say 
the least— simply a large plate glass 
window (through which one sees the 
kitchen-cum dining rodm-cum foyer). 
Inside, the decor Is equally 
unimposing: the walls adorned with 
travel posters and glossy 8 by 10s of 
Ionian soccer teams, postcards and 
worry beads tacked to the wooden 
panelling, tiny tables covered with 
bright orange and yellow plastic cloths 
and other paraphernalia from across the 
ocean hung here and there throughout 
the room. 

As I pushed open the door and 
entered the crowded "foyer" of this tiny 
establishment, my first Impression was 
that I had mistakenly invaded 
someone's home in the midst of an 
open house pre-Chrlstmas'celebration. 
There was scarcely an unoccupied chair 
-,to be found, and the solitary waitress 
appeared to be more interested in 
playing the Perl Mesta of Arahova than 
in the mundane task of taking orders. 

I determinedly sat down next to two 
francophone students debating politics 
and Robert Charlebois, and signalled 
the waitress. She scurried over to my 
side with surprising speed, dexterously 
swinging her ample hips to avoid 
contact with the table corners. Politely, 



I requested a menu. She towered above 
me, arms crossed over her black 
pantsuited waist, white go-go booted 
feet planted squarely on the linoleum, 
floor. "We have no menu", she 
announced proudly, "This is a specialty 
house". And she disappeared, leaving 
me to contemplate this revelation. 
Disheartened and at a loss for Greek 
words, I perused the jukebox on the 
wall. But this was of little consolation. I 
couldn't even hum the latest hit tunes: 
TA BHMATA and AXOY AXOY, and I 
had never heard of the groups KONTOA 
AZOEor KAZANTZIAHE. 

Suddenly i spotted a cardboard sign 
on the wall that said souvlaki ; I recalled 
the waitress, and said "Souvlaki, 
please". She looked impressed with my 
pronunciation and I was rewarded with' 
a steaming, wax papered envelope of 
this savoury Greek specialty. Inside this 
peta crepe was onion, tomato, and 
pieces of roasted lamb, covered in a 
thick yogurt and deliciously seasoned. 
At $1 , it is one of the least expensive 
and most popular items of the house. A 
souvlaki and a Greek salad, the latter 
made with slices of tomato, cucumber, 
onion, black olives and cream feta 
cheese, drowned in olive oil, 
complemented by a dark rich espresso, 
is hearty fare for any hungry and 
slim-walleted traveller, 

For dessert, baklava, a sweet 
concoction of paper thin flaky dough, 
honey, and nuts, titillated my taste 
buds, (as visions of cavities danced in 
my head). 

As I waited to pay my bill at the 
counter, the waitress waved at me from 
behind a table. "Come back soon, we'll 
have a party", she called, indicating the 
festive greenery that hung from the 
lamps. The deer grinned at me from his 
perch above the Athenian Soccer 
team...

There's an aura around old jazz 
performers that gives them a certain 
pre-fab dignity— they've been there, 
wherever there is (somewhere between 
living hand-to-mouth and the Bermuda 
Triangle, I think). Like anything good 
they have been so romanticised that the 
attraction Is their aura rather than their 
music, especially forthose who don't 
listen to it. 

The Pablo Jazz Concert at Place des 
Arts last weekend featured the filet 
mignon and patates au four of jazz: Ella 
Fitzgerald, The Count Basle Orchestra, 
Oscar Peterson on piano, i 
guitarist Joe Pass. 

The show started off with Oscar 
Peterson doing a medley which 
included "Don't Get Around Much 
Anymore." It was then I melted. Joe 
Pass followed with a few solos, and then 
he and Peterson made beautiful music 
togetha....With theglldedand 
established reputations these people 
have, there's no need to push or sell or 
even maintain thequality of their 
music, but I feel they did— weaned on 
bubblegum music though I was. I 
recognised only about one quarter of 
the songs and half of those from 
Impromptu performances by my mother 
- in the laundry room. In spite of , or 
maybe because of that, It's music that's 
very much alive forme. 

At intermission I had wild visions of 
.mass-kidnappings of Bay Ciy Roller and 
Disco-Discharge audiences and 
exposing them at foil-point to good jazz 
àlaEJIa. . .perhaps Oscar Peterson over 
loudspeakers in maternity wards and 
kindergartens across the continent, 
(early exposure and training is very 
Import ant).. .files of black 
turtle-necked, cigarette-smoking 




teen-agers belting out "Love For Sale". 
After intermission the show was 
entirely Ella's, alone or with the other • 
performers. She came on sporting an 
electric blue evening gown and a large 
girth of experience. Ella chatted with 
the audience (rather a difficult 
proposition at Place des Arts) and . 
bantered with the musicians during 
numbers. She did elegant old songs, 
except for the disco tune "Ease On 
Down The Road", hustling across the 
stage for its duration. For the queen of 
jazz to be doing this number was not at 
all incongruous— she transcends the 
limitation of stylo and sne can do the 
hustle better than I. For fear of being 
too critical I should mention that she 
didn't upstage the other performers (it 
would have been quite a trick, but she 
could have done it) at any time. 

Very much worth mentioning was the 
Basie Orchestra drummer, Butch Wild 
(who from my myopic, first balcony 
perspective looked like a hip Robert 
Redford) wouldn't quit. 
■ Anyway, I think old jazz is important 
music, and its availability Is lessening, 
except for those who buy the albums • 
and attend the concerts, so one should 
if one can. My feet didn't touch the 
ground all the way home.

jf your have ever considered water- 
colour paintings as a serious art form, 
there is something you should see at 
the Museum of Fine Arts. An exchange 
between Canada and Japan is 
responsible for an exhibit of some sixty 
water-colours. . 

In general, the Canadian works are far 
more original than the Japanese. The 
paintings of the latter group are very 
skil fully done with a familiarity at first 
difficult to explain. Upon further 
examination most of the Japanese 
paintings look like ones that everyone's 
mother buys for the dining room's bare 
walls. They are artistically drawn, but 
annoylngly unimaginative. 

These artists seem to reflect in some 
instances a very sensuous - 
Romanticism, In others a mild Cubism. 
• Many of the landscapes, (of which there 
are far too many), have apparently been 
influenced by the Impressionists. But 
the technique Is generally elementary. 

The Canadian paintings 
(outnumbered by the Japanese) are a 
different story altogether, and make the 
exhibit worthwhile. They are without 
the abstractions which often make 
modem painting incomprehensible to 
the average viewer and express a great 
understanding of the medium which the 
Japanese works lack entirely, 

The Canadians' use of cole _ 
extraordinarily original, as istheir 
subject matter. No uneventful 
landscapes, no too-still-llfes, nor is 
that what one would expect from an 
exhibition of twentieth century 
painting. The Japanese have used water 
colours for the type of painting 
conventionally done in oil on canvas, 
(which is a little like doing a pietà in 
plaster) but the Canadians use this 
medium brilliantly and originally. 

If you know nothing of water-colour 
art, and especially if you do, this exhibit 
is a worthwhile eye-opener in a medium 
which has long been overlooked.

When the head of the asylum becomes 
outraged at the performance of the 
inmates, the jester calms him : "Please 
calmly watch these barbarous displays, 
which could not happen Nowadays." 
She is staring directly at theaudience, 
tacitly asking, "or could they?"" 

Throughout his play, The Persecution 
and Assassination of Jean-Paul Marat, 
as Performed by the Inmates of the 
Asylum of Charenton, under the 
direction of the Marquis de Sade, (the 
Marat-Sade for convenience), Peter 
Weiss exhorts the audience to social 
action but warns of its consequences. 
We are the keepers and we are the 
.inmates. The Marat-Sade is a socialist 
play within a socialist play. 

The play takes place in 1 808 in a 
5rench asylum, where the Marqui3 de 
Sade has been committed. He is 
directing a play performed by the 
inmates, which deals with the French 
Revolution in 1 793 and specifically with 
the death of Jean-Paul Marat, a political 
rhetorician. Through Sade's warped and 
playful mind we see the events of the 
Revolution, the uncontrollable and • 
self-defeating violence of the mob, and 
the oblivious foppery of the French 
aristocrats, who are totally unaware of 
the needs of the people. The play is 
appropriately confusing and disturbing, 
but too complex for further detailing 
after only one viewing . After the plan, 
one is still unaware of its meaning, yet 
one has been engrossed by the , 
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experience and overwhelmed by the 
outstanding performances of the 
Concordia players. 

All the leads were powerful and 
effective, especially Graham Batcheldor 
as de Sade, a witty and intelligent man, 
Imprisoned by his own excesses and by 
achange in the political winds. 

As Herald, the jester and narrator, 
Nickie Lamarre pranced with balletic 
grace and succeeded inthedifficulttask 
of talking directly to the audience while 
remaining within the action of the play. 
One has a tendency to be comfortable 
with these two characters, since they are 
the only ones who seem "sane". More 
disturbing, but as convincing among the 
leads, were Jeremy John Davis as Marat 
and Lynn Bouchard as Simonne Errard, 
Marat's housekeeper. Unfortunately, 
Janis Turner's Charlotte Corday didn't 
e cut the mustard, being alternately 

Although the leads were good, it was 
- the 21 actors playing the inmates who 
held the play together. From the time the 
inmates stumbled down the aisles of the 
theatre to the moment at the end of the 
play when they wildly escaped the 
asylum, the actors were, separately and 
as a unit, totally convincing/The tjght \ 
direction by Joseph T. Cazalet, 
especially in blocking the many 
actors, expressed the anarchy and mad 
exuberance of the asylum and the 
Revolution. 

. The large, rough wooden slàge and 
bare metal catwalk which comprised the 
set truly conveyed the stark angularity of 
the asylum. The costuming by Patricia 
Abrams was colourf ully effective: the 
lush gowns of the asylum head's wife 
and daughter drastically contrasting the 
pathetic rags of the inmates. In short all 
the product ional aspects of the set and 
performances showed care and effort 
(and a generous budget).
